Council was half an hour late in get- 


ting down u> business Tuesday even- 
nig. but as usual found an abundance 
of work on hand before the evening 
was over. Mr. I'owelsoii and Mr. 1'bar- 
lou could not be present. 
President 
Weisner was in the chair. 
There were no corrections of the 


journal, and the report of the com- 
mittee on rules and order of business 
was read by Clerk Wimmer .in the 
form of a new ordinance It provides 
f-jr regular and special meetings of 
council: that the marshal shall at- 
tend every meeting and the superin- 
tendent of streets shall do likewise - 
The president of council has a lot of 
things to do, but nothing beyond 
what- is required of presiding officers 
in other bjdies. It also provides for 
a vice president and gives his duties. 
while standing committees to look af- 
ter the business of the city are named. 
The order of business is comprebeu- 
:,ive,and the method to be followed in 
tbe passage of ordinances is made very 
plain. 


The rule providing for tbe expendi- 


ture of money is eoaally weil put, and 
there can be no misunderstanding as 
to the manner of voting. 
Before 
speaking every member is required to 
riso and address the chair, a custom 
not always followed in council manic 
bodies. 
Cushing's Manuel is made 
the standard by which council is to be 
guided. There are "24 rules. 
"Does thai -have to be published 


like other ordinances':1" asked Mr. 
Shaw. 
"Yes." said Solicitor McDowell. 
Theie was no discussion on tbe bill. 
every member reali/.ing the necessity 
for thi rules, and they were adopted 
under suspension on motion of Mr. 
Brink and Mr. Wisenburg. 
There is no rule ia the ordinance 


ruquirin-- the mayor to attend the 
meetings of council or have anything 
Hi do with its business. 


Fifth Street Pa»H»j. 


Clerk Wimmer picked up the ordi- 
nance which provides for the improve- 
meutof Fifth street between Chest- 
nut and' Wilnut with hard burned 
paving brick. Council favors tbe im- 
provement. and on motion of Mr John- 
sou it was passed to its third reading. 
and it was tiien quickly made a law. 
The portion of the street to be paved 
iies west of tbe Pan Handle tracks. 
Tbe Bridge street ordinance came 
next. Bridge street extends from tl^e 
intersection of North Second and Syc- 
amore to tbe Tuscarawas river bridge. 
The commissioners agreed to pay S500 
of the cost of paving. 


••I'li have to vote no on this ordi- 


nance for tbe reason tbe street- is good 
enough for all purposes," said Mr. 
Johnson. "For another reason I'll 
v<-te no is because two thirds of the 
cost, will go on tbe general duplicate." 
"The ordinance can go over until 
the next meeting." said the solicitor. 


Mr. AVisenburg moved tbeordinance 


ho iaiil on the table, and council so 
decifled. 


An ordinance amending an ordi- 


nance to provide for closing trenches 
opened in the streets of tbe city was 
presen;ed by Solicitor McDowell at 
the request of Engineer Hanion. 


Mr. .Johnson dirl not think it com- 
plimentary to council to pass an or- 
dinance one month and amend it tbe 
nexi. The solicitor explained that it 
was necessary in order to cover the 
enuind. It was passed under suspen- 
sion on motion of Mr. Holmes. 


Water Trustees Object. 


Clerk Wimmer said Superintend- 
ent HaiiT, of the water department. 
had railed on him and said his depart- 
ment couirl not make repairs at Sec- 
ond and Mulberry as it was the duty 
of J.becity. 


Mr Shaw said Mr. Rail! bad inform- 


ed him i hat money in his department 
was scarce because of t lie extensions 
beinc made. 


At this point the clerk read a reso- 


lution providing that the repairs be 
marlc by the water department. 


Mr. Zugr-chwert and Mr. Tish, of 


the ordinance committee, explained 
that the committee asked theso!ici- 
tor to prepare the resoiutio-: as they 
believed tbe water department should 
make the repairs. 


Solicitor McDowell was allowed *3rtO 
a ye ir f or oflice rent, clerk hire, fuel 
and lieht. The principal part of the 
allowance will he for a stenographer.

so as to include bituminous macadam 
as well as brick."

Mr. Shaw explained that many

Mr. Shaw wanted tbe light com- 


pany to provide council with a p!at 
on which the street lights are pioper- 
ly located. The motion carried. 
President Weisner said the new 
band wanted to rent a room in citv 
hall in which to practice, but the 
matter was not settled. Council is 
not fond of practice music although 
it had no desire to take action that 
would discourage the band. 
'•1 think street committee has 
something to sty about lowering the 
Wheeling tracks at -South Seventh."'

Street Sweeping. 


The recent experiment of sweeping 
the paved streets with the machine 
following the sprinkler was discussed. 
Council decided it was cheaper and 
cleaner than the old shoveling system- 
Chestnut and Walnutshould be swept 
once a week and Main twice, was the 
general opinion. 


Mr. Shaw explained the system in 
Zanesville where they cle<»n according 
to the accumulation of dirt. Council 
did not think it would pay to contract 
the work. 
It was decided to notify Superin- 


tendent McC'ornnck to sweep the 
streets for a few weeks under the 
supervision of the committee with a 
view to ascertaining just what was 
needed to keep streets clean. 


Council hassome important matters 
to consider in executive session, and 
at the suggestion of solicitor Mclhiw- 
ell a caucus will be heid in his office 
next Tuesday evening. 
Council ad'journed until Thursday 


evening when the lowest bidder on 
Cherry street will be decided and it 
is probable the contractor will be in- 
structed to besrin work without delay. 
Conncil adjourned a few minutes 
before f* o'clock. It was one of tbe 
shortest meetings on record, there 
baring been littie debate on any ques- 
tion.

HER FATHER WAS A SOLDIER 


Sfee is Helpless Md \fr*tf*i to Law Uadc 


SMI Will Take Care «f Ber— Scowd

The United States government has 
stretched forth iu> charitable band, 
and helpless little Ullie P. Darr will 
be provided for during the remainder 
of her life. 


Tbe child is a daughter of John 


Darr, who served bis country as a sol- 
dier in G company of tbe One 11 un- 
lied and Forty Second Ohio during 
the Civil war. 
He is dead, and his 


daughter must, according to law, be 
provided for. 


Attorney Wimmer took up tbe case, 


showing that tbe child was helpless 
because of physical infirmities. The 
department granted tbe application, 
and the child was allowedSlO a month. 
The pension will be a great help to 
the child, and news of its comicg was 
received with tbe greatest satisfac- 
tion. 


The pension is the second granted 


to a resident of Ooshocton since tbe 
law was enacted J une ±7, 1390. 
The 


law provides that helpless minor chil- 
dren of soldiers will be taken care of: 
by the government, provided that ap- 
plication is made before the child has 
reached tbe age of 16. the father has 
died and tbe mother has married 
again. 
The pension continues for 


life or until such time as tbe pension* 
er recovers from the disability.

Washington, June 11.—Senator Una 


na talked freely regarding the pub- 
lished intention of Mr. Burton of Ohio 
to withdraw from the race for eon 
gress owing to the fact that be had 
not been permitted to name the chair- 
man of &* district committee. Mr. 
Manna declared that Mr. Burton nerer 
spoke to him about the matetr of hav- 
ing a candidate of his own until last 
Friday morning. The election was to 
take place at 2 p. m.. and Senator 
Hauna said he "Sent a telegram to 
Cleveland asking that a compromise 
be effected if possible. The senator 
also stated that the eiril service com- 
mission had examined Into Mr. Bur- 
ton's charges that certain federal of- 
ficeholders in Ohio had taken an act- 
ive part in politics and had failed to 
find anything in them that constituted 
a violation of the civil service law. 
As a result the president has conclud- 
ed not to send letters to the Cleveland 
officials censuring them for pernicious 
activity in politics.

He added that, 
as the Smith case was based practi- 
cally on the transactions which led to 
the trial by courtmartial of Major L. 

T. Waller of the marine corps, 
charged with the alleged unlawful 
killing of Filipino prisoners, he would 
probably await the receipt of the rec- 
ord of that case before- giving final 
consideration of the Smith case. Th«- 
Waller record is not expected to reach 
this city for several weeks. It is said 
that the Waller case is a closed inci- 
dent, but the Smith case will not be 
legally closed until it has been finally 
acted on by the president. The sig- 
nificance of this statement is that it 
Is sfill within the power of the presi- 
dent to return the case to the court 
for reconsideration.
